the war of ISl'J. nnd proud wer'e '.he 
people of her captures. 
Probably the 


most thrilling incident of her career 
was her escape trom seven I'IngKsh 
men-of-war after 1111 exciting chase of 
nearly three days and nights. The 
chasebegan on .Inly 17. !•*!?. TheC.m- 
stltution \vas out for u lonir cruise, 
and was weighed down with Mures. 
The sea was calm and no wind was 
stirring. Capt. Hull put out bis men 
in boats to to tow the snip. They 
pulled valiantly, and as night came on 
the "kedgc" anchor was run out half u 
mile ahead. The crew on the ship kept 
pulling on this, and the Britishers 
didn't discover for a Ions,' time the 
secret. 
Finally IheKnglish saw it, and 


adopted the same 
tactics, and by 


doubling np their crews began to pull 
their famous ship Shannon near to the 
Constitution. 
A light brce/e sprang 


up anil saved the Amerieun ship for the 
time. There was a ealm the next day, 
and the agoni/.ing struggle went on. 
The next night another light bree/.e 
eame up and the tired sailors obtained 
a little sleep. The next day there came 
u sharp bree/.e. after many hours of 
struggle. Tho Constitution trimmed 
her sails to catch it, tin: boats dropped 
back and the men were caught up as 
the ship gathered headway. The Guer- 
ricre, of the English, licet, came, abeum 
as the wind freshened and iired a 
broadside, but the- (shots fell short, and 
the Constitution's men ignored them 
and calmly wont about straightening 
up their vessel us if they hud Just left 
port and such a tiling as tin enemy was 
mihenrd of. As long us the Constitu- 
tion cun be kept together she will 
probably be seen lit Portsmouth, X. II., 
where she is now doing duty as a re- 
ix'ivtng ship.
